FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT 


Staff members of the Accounting Division attended a Regional 
Financial Management Conference sponsored by the U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads at Mt. Snow, Vermont, May 26th 


and 27th. 


Since New Jersey was the first State in this region to 
enter into the concurrent billing procedure with the 
Bureau of Public Roads, the State was again requested 


to present a resume of progress on this management 


procedure,

in this report. 
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RECRULTMENT 


College recruitment efforts during the 1964-65 college year 

were concentrated on the campuses of 15 engineering colleges 

and universities here on the eastern seaboard. At the Placement 
Offices of these schools, campus interviews were conducted with 
about 160 prospective graduates. Eighty-five applications were 
completed and returned to us by those interviewed as an indication 
of initial interest. On invitation, 63 of these men visited our 
Trenton office for further interviews. Offers of employment 

were extended to 54 of those who visited us; 35 have indicated 
acceptance of our offers and either have already started work 


or will be reporting over the next few weeks. 


The improvement in the salary to become effective after July l, 
1965, has stimulated some interest and enabled us to be more 


selective in making offers. 


Twenty-one of the new employees are being enrolled in the 
Orientation Training Program and 14 either have or will be 
started directly in a productive work situation. An additional 
five young men have been employed as Assistant Engineers, 
Highway, as the result of Civil Service certification or 
temporary appointments of men who do not yet meet the full 


requirements for appointment as trainees.

Commenced evaluation study of "Preformed Elastomeric™ sealers, 
Installations on Route 287 (Far Hills Road Underpass), Route 280 
(Prospect Street Underpass) and Hudson County Boulevard Bridge 
over Central Railroad were observed and initial measurements 


taken. 


Observed construction of bridge decks on Route 69 Interchange 
bridge at Route 202. These decks will be used experimentally 
for the evaluation of various methods of preventing scaling and 


other surface deterioration. 
Skid Resistance 


Met with representatives of Singer Company and observed films of 
initial testing of the anti-skid brakes. Conducting liaison to 
assist Singer Company in obtaining a section of completed 
highway not yet open to the public for further testing of this 


device. 


BUREAU OF OFFICE SERVICES 
Files and Records 


During the month slightly over 900 cubic feet of records approved 
for destruction were scrapped and sent to the Ewing Incinerator. 
This was an exceptionally good month in that most of these records 
could be destroyed in bulk; whereas, those requiring culling take 
considerable more time and do not add up in quantity nearly as 
fast. This 900 cubic feet is equivalent to 90 five-drawer file

Investigations are continuing regarding labor compliance 
violations forwarded to this office by the Highway Engineer. 
In one of these investigations evidence has been discovered 
that violations do exist by a contractor under contract with 
the New Jersey State Highway Department. Upon completion, 
this matter will be referred to the Highway Engineer and 

to the office of the Deputy Attorney General assigned to the 


Highway for his review and opinion, 


At the direction of the Director of Personnel, requests were 
made of the New Jersey State Police to conduct identification 
checks on applicants for employment with this Department. 

During this reporting period, a total of 146 SBI checks were 
made at the Bureau of Identification, State Police Headquarters, 
West Trenton, New Jersey, by members of this office. Mention 
should be made at this time of the continuing close co- 
operation between the Superintendent of the New Jersey 

State Police and this office, not only in the expeditious 
handling of these SBI requests but in all matters relative to 


the investigative processes, 


In a recent conference with the Superintendent, the Chief Investigator 
discussed the making available of an armed State Trooper at 
all auctions by Division of Right of Way Personnel. It has been

Security 


During this reporting period, fourteen security violations at 
our ee vies throughout the State have been uncovered by 
the Security Patrol. The continuing low figure reaffirms the 
interest of supervisory personnel responsible for these 


facilities inspected. 


The Fernwood area security complement continues to be maintained 
under its authorized strength and its operation is being carried 


on in a normal and adequate manner. 


The security staff at the Newark facility continues to be below 
strength. Persons interviewed from a list furnished by the 
Civil Bete Department indicated no interest in the job 
openings. Therefore, an attempt is being made to procure 
qualified personnel from the outside on a temporary basis until 
the next examination for the position of Security Officer is 


announced, 


‘Safety of Maintemance Construction Operations 


With: the increase of activity in the construction programs

throughout the State, more detailed inspections by this 


office are being conducted during day and nighttime operations. 


In order to provide the travelling public with the ultimate 

in safety provisions, and after many months of study, a new 
specification covering the use of flasher lights was recently 
approved by the Commissioner. This specification not 

only provides for the best lighting and its supporting equipment, 
but further provides for the maintenance and control of this 

type of equipment by the contractor, who in the past failed 

to maintain such equipment. These specifications further 
provide for penalties to be exacted from the contractor when 


noncompliance is discovered by the safety staff. 


A regulation, which is attached to the specification, provides 
for the manner and method in which the contractor performing 
under a Highway contract may use such safety lights and 
specifically details his maintenance of these records, which 
should insure in the end better than adequate safety flashing 


lights. 


Because of the heavy road construction in the city of East 
Orange, it has been deemed necessary to keep a Safety Inspector 
in this area on a daily basis. Coordination by this office and 
that of the Mayor of East Orange is being maintained at the 


direction of the Commissioner. 
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AASHO MANAGEMENT IMPROVEMENT SEMINAR 

The head of the Highway Department's Bureau of Data Processing, 
by request, presented’ a review of New Jersey's procedure in 
establishing a management information system to the Committee 
on Electronics of the American Association of State Highway

Mr. Chairman and delegates to Region One, Regional Financial Management 


Conference: 


At the meeting held last year in Albany, New Jersey presented a paper on 


Concurrent Audit Billing in New Jerseye 


The Memorandum of Understanding between the New Jersey State Highway De. 
partment and the United States Bureau of Public Roads was officially 
signed in July 1962. Highway Commissioner Dwight R. Ge Palmer signed 


for New Jersey and Division Engineer He Pe Beschenbossel for the Bureavie 


New Jersey had a cost system Operating for many years which enabled the 
Department to move rapidly from the progress voucher system to Concurrent 
Billing. The first billing was submitted shortly after the agreement was 


signed. 


After several monthly billings, it was apparent that there was a need for 
more detailed reports to support the billings. It was also apparent that 
some areas of imput would require tighter controls. As more information 

was being requested, it became evident that unit record machines could not 


produce the type reports required. 
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A decision was made to advance the delivery date of the computere A Data 
Processing Bureau was established. Programmers were employed. Consultants 
were also engaged to aid in systems and programming work. Department 


personnel were trained as programmers and computer operators. 


The billing format was revised to provide more information. As the billings 


progressed, there developed a need for a status report of the various Federal 
Projects. This Federal Aid Status Report was originated during March 1963 
and the tabulated run accompanies the concurrent audit billing. Methods 

of processing transactions were also reviewed and revised. The status 
report shows by system and project the stage and non-participating amount; 
the Federal programmed amount; the amount invoiced to the B. P. R.; the 
State cost; cash received from the Bureau; and the amount of earned and 


unbilled coste . 


An important function of this report is to control the monthly billing of 
expenditures prior to preparation of the billing run. Current expenditures 
on Federal projects are matched against the status report master cards to 
determine: 
(1) That a Federal project exists. 
(2) To ascertain that project approval is in a billable stage (Code 3). 
(3) If billable, that the addition of current month's billing will not 
exceed the maximum of the agreement. If so, the excess is recorded 
as "Earned = Unbilled' and held for future billings until the 


project is modified or finalized. 
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The current billing indicates by system and project number the stage of 

the project; the current month's expenditure; the Federal share of the 
current month's expenditure; the previous or opening Suspense Account items 3 
the gross amount billable; the type of suspense, unsettled right of way 
cases, hold items, etce : 


The Suspense Account began as a hand job by inserting tab cards for those 


items in the suspense which were reviewed and determined eligible for 


‘ inclusion in the billing. However, as the suspense items grew, the hand 


method became too cumbersome and lacked good control. Suspense items are 
now machine listed and reviewed for status. Those that have remained in 


billable stage are entered into the system by means of a log sheete 


An audit billing activity sheet for each month is prepared showing which 
items of expense are included in the Federal Aid status report. Other 


listings and reports have been generated to support the monthly billing. 


Although current billing did require additional personnel and tactrined, the 
improvement in the system and control justify the expense because all expendi- 
tures are accumulated during the following month. It is true all charges are 
not billable immediately and some are carried in suspense but at least we 

do not have to go back and accummlate charges from the files over a two or 


three yeer period. 


The additional information and detail generated provides management with 
information to more efficiently administer the progress and to expedite 


processing items for inclusion in the billing. 


Originally, it was anticipated that reimbursement would be received within 


three or four weeks following the close of each month's business. 
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A recent survey of the last six billings indicates that reimbursement is 
not being received until two and one-half to three months after the close 


£ the month's business. 


An analysis showed that Cost Accounting has processed the imput documents 
and established control records by the 15th of the month. This includes 
invoice expenditure, payroll distribution, equipment charges, journal 


vouchers and other incidental items. 


Data Processing, because of program revisions and machine utilization, has 
required four weeks to prepare and run the Federal Aid billing, Federal 
Aid Status Report and detail listings. This time will be reduced when part 


of the programs will be re-written and revised to meet the present conditionse 


The net billing is transferred to the Federal Aid Coordinator and he in turn 
reviews the billing and, if it is in proper order, forwards it to the Bureau 
of Public Roadse Reimbursement is being received by the State Treasurer 

within a month from the time the billing is forwarded to the Bureau of Public 


Roadse 


' Investigation of the delay revealed that the Right of Way Division was taking 
seven days to furnish certificates for final settlements, etc. This time has 
now been reduced to three dayse Other departmental delays are being investi- 


gated for speed of submission of documentation to expedite payment of claim. 


The problems and delays which New Jersey is experiencing or has encountered 
are not necessarily the result of current billing but rather the problems of 
programming, systems revision and machine utilization. Most of the problems 
in processing the bills ee been resolved. Certainly the many benefits 

which will accrue to management from the information generated in assembling 


data for the billing will be a justification for the change. 
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Information contained in the reports is proving to be of value not only 

to the Highway Department but to the State Treasurer as well. For example, 
in July 1963 the amount of earned and unbilled cost was $9,383,566 At 
the end of March 1965 the earned and unbilled cost had increased to 
$18,261,720, or double the July 1963 figure. The State Treasurer is 
becoming very mch:concerned about this amount. This means that 100% 
State funds are being used to pay for Federal project expenditures. 

tr it were not for the fact that the State operates with only a General 


Cash Fund for all Departments this financing would not be possible. 


An analysis of the earned and unbilled costs discloses the following: 
| 57.5% is attributable to Right of Way purchases -~ 10.5% being Stage 2 projects, 
7.0% being Stage 3 projects. 
6.3% covers Preliminary Engineering.-- 4.7% being in Stage 2, 1.5% in Stage 3. 
71% is for Public Utilities -- all in Stage 2. 
_ 29.1% covers contract construction of which 16.7% is in Stage 2, 12.% in Stage 3. 
The analysis is further broken down between the Primary, Interstate and 
Urban projectse An effort is underway to move the State 2 projects into Stage 3 


as rapidly as possible. 


In the Purchase of Right of Way 17% in Stage 3 is not presently billable 
because the State has not certified that the individual parcels have been 
totally settled with the owners. Part of this 7%, however, represents a 

25% down payment to the owner when he signs an agreement with the State. 

This, in turn enables the owner to pay a deposit on another home while waiting 


for the State to effect the title searches and all other closing detaile 
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This part of the paper is somewhat of a departure from the requested 
subject but I hope the Bureau of Public Roads can find a way to 
reimburse the State sooner for right of way parcels or at least the 
down payments. After all, the alignment has Been finalized and the 


parcels must be purchasedo

In today's fast-moving world, presentation of information to management 
must be on an organized and orderly basis. Today, I would like to present 
the New Jersey State Highway Department's approach to collecting and 


disseminating management information. 


First, let us look at the basis for the need for this information. The 
structure of the Highway Department is such that the Commissioner is 
appointed by the Governor. The Commissioner in turn has a professional 
staff which must make a variety of decisions and take actions. Of course, 
he cannot approve all of these decisions and actions, many of which take 
place at field locations, on the basis of personal knowledge. Therefore, 
the Commissioner and his immediate aides require a constant flow of 
knowledge, not only of the initial decisions and actions, but also of 
their results. Only thus can they plan ahead effectively and take 


corrective measures, if required, in time to do any good. 


Exceptions on an exception reporting basis must be highlighted and brought 


into proper focus for management. 


The Collection of information must take place in an organized fashion, 
and cross referencing of all facets of that piece of information must 


be accomplished for management. 


In order to accomplish this, the New Jersey State Highway Department 
. is reorganizing its entire coding structure. In undertaking this task, 
we feel we are laying the foundation for a good infcrmation system which 


will be able to answer any question that can be asked. 


The coding structure is primarily a cost collection vehicle at the 


beginning. Then as we get more sophisticated, we will be able to turn 
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it around and use it for budgeting, scheduling, etc. 
Let us now take a brief look at the coding structure itself. 


The coding structure is designed to answer three questions, Where something 
was done, who did it, and what he did. For the moment we will concen- 
trate on the where code and how it was constructed. 


Some time ago a committee was formed to study the feasibility of going 
into the AASHO recommended idea of coding the State Highway System by 
Political Subdivisions. 


This was done by assigning a two digit code to every County in the State. 
Since there are 21 Counties in the State of New Jersey we used digits 
01-21. The next question was how do you divide the Highway System within 
the County. The following four characteristics were used as guidelines: 

1. A unit with reasonably uniform traffic volume throughout its 

length. | 

2. <A logical development to the same general type and standard. 

30 A practical unit for reporting maintenance costs. 

4. <A convenient and reasonably permanent unit for compilation of 


statistical and research data. 


When we divided up the State Highway System into units, with those 
characteristics, we serially numbered the units within a County. We 
call this unit of road a control section. Signs now designate the. 

| terminal points of these control sections. 


It was soon realized that the Highway Department worked on items that 
were not on the State Highway System. Thus, other assignments were made 
such as electrical installations not on Highways, Bridges and canals not 
on Highways, General Administration, Institutions, etc. Using the 
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numbers above 21 we found that we had enough room to designate all 
necessary information. Thus, within the first two digits major 
categories of information have been catalogued. The second two digits 


are broken into sub-groups further defining the major categories. 


The second set of digits which designated the "who" column was broken 
down into organization units, thus each organization has a series of 
numbers which will give the information about that particular unit. 
These sets of codes cannot be violated, thus by sorting on them we can 
obtain information pertaining to that organizational unit regardless of 


where they worked. 


A combination of first four digits and last three digits are known as a 
job number. Information sorted in this fashion would permit the 


accumulation of information about a given item or contract. 


The last set of four digits is designated as a function code or better 
what was being done on the job. By sorting on this series we have the 


ability to tell management what is going on by function. 


The last field within the structure deals with individual identifiable 
objects such as pieces of equipment, parcels of land, etc. Also, if 
charges are to be transferred, the budget to which the charge is going 


will also appear in this field. 


The design of this structure is such that many different types of 

_ reports can be generated, but basically there are three levels of 
information. The first and highest level is Sram section, the second 
level is organization unit or job number within the control section, 


thirdly the function performance code which designates the function 
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performed by that organizational unit. From this brief explanation 
you can really see that a pyramidal structure was included so that 
management will get only the overall picture at first. Then if a 

question develops they will be able to go into greater detail about 


that particular item. 


The overall reports for top management will be a report by control 
section, and by work class or function. For middle management, the 
reports will be by work class within control section, for their 
organizational units. Thus by designing a pyramidal structure into the 
coding structure, we can satisfy all classes of management and get the 


information they need quickly and efficiently. 


After completing the task of collecting the basic data according to an 
overall system which embraces virtually all if not absolutely all of 
the Peper erenele activities, then it is comparatively simple to design 
the reports themselves, perhaps on an exception basis tailored to the 


individual needs of Top Brass.

According to the chemist, other areas of man's activity are considered

Trenton, May 1) - The State Highway Department today announced its second Highway 
Maintenance Training Program to aid the jobless youth of New Jersey will get 


underway late this monthe 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer said the program was initiated under 
the Economic Opportunity Program of Governor Richard Je Hughes, and has the 
approval of the U.S. Labor Department under the Manpower Development and Training 
Act of 1962. The aim of the program is to train highway maintenance men for 


the Department. 


"In accordance with the intent of Governor Hughes," the Commissioner said, "this 
program was set up to benefit both the economy and the jobless youth of New 
Jersey. Too often skilled jobs go begging even when there are plenty of people 
looking for work, One of the main reasons for this is the lack of practical, 
down-to-earth training of our young people, and the Highway Department's program 


is designed primarily with the high school 'dropout? group in mind." 


The Department's training course will aid young men who have no marketable skills. 
It began with a pilot program financed through the Department's normal mainten= 
ance funds in 1963. This experiment was so successful that Federal approval 

for use of MDTA funds was obtained and a continuing program instituted. Con- 
ferences with the Department of Labor and Industry determined the best way in 
which to recruit unemployed vouth was through regular State Employment Offices, 


and three additional decisions were made: 
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Highway Maintenance Training 
Program 


1. The training program would be of an outdoor on-the-job type. 

2, The Department would supply some of its top road foremen as supervisorse 

3. Young men would be screened through joint interviews by the State 
Highway and Labor Departments. All applicants given thorough medical 


examinations and advised of ways to correct any physical defects noted 


As a result, successful applicants will be engaged for training at the end of 
this monthe Federal and State funds will be used to pay these trainees and 
their supervisors during the 12-week course. Their supervisors, aside from 
being "crack" road maintenance foremen, are also chosen for their previous 


experience in training and working with young mene 


The course will consist of training in guard rail work, equipment maintenance, 
sign maintenance, landscape maintenance, general cleanup of maintenance areas, 
road patching operations, sweeping operations, maintenance of unimproved roadway 
shoulders, maintenance of drainage systems, phases of construction, and the use 


of maintenance equipmente 


During the outdoor on-the-job training, foremen are careful to choose work con= 
ditions which present all phases of road maintenance operation, and they con= 

centrate on proper work techniques rather than speed. All foremen were highly 
enthusiastic in their approval of the first training program and earnestly re- 


quested that additional courses be startede 


Enthusiasm on the part of the first students ran so high, one foreman related, 


that he had to restrain the spirit of competition as to who would be first to

The new group will be divided into four training sections located at Leonia, 
Whippany, Elizabeth and Jersey City. Classes will be held during the normal 
working day, 7:30 aem.s to 4:00 peme, with a half hour for lunch. Those who 
complete the training course and join the Highway Department permanently will 
have their salary increased from the starting “1.62 an hour to $1.72 after six 
weeks. After 12 weeks the rate increases to $1.92, with an ultimate top rate 


of $2.32 an hour possible after a few years of services 


Commissioner Palmer said the Highway Department has experienced a comparatively 
high turnover among its hourly maintenance workers, and it is intended that 
future vacancies will be filled to the fullest extent possible through training
